Young Plan and ‘Sanctions. 


W Apparently, with the object of 
‘influencing the" reparations nego- 
tiators at The Hague, Germany 
has given publicity to a special 
clause in her debt agreement with 
the United States, doing away with 
"sanctions, The United States 
Government das agreed to accept 
Germany's good faith and eredit 
as sole security for the payment 
of her obligations; in fact, has 
agreed to place Germany on 
precisely the same. footing as her 

former Allies in regard to. war 
debts,’ The agreement Is laud-, 
able; and typieal of American 
sentiment, in regard to reparations, 
Political circles in Berlin now 
profess to expect.{hat the ereditor 
Powers at the reparations | con- 
ference will follow the example 
thus set. It is pointed out that 
tHe terms are far more favourable 
than those apparently. contemplat- 
ed ‘by the representatives Of the 
creditor Powers at The Hague, and 
the hope, is expressed that they 
will now fall into line. It is, 
indeed, claimed-by the German 
delegates that the Young Plan 
provides for arbitration, in the 
event of default and not for 
sunctions, The French delegates 
are decidedly of .a different 
opinion, while Mr. Philip Snowden 
is reportéd to have expressed him- 
self ag “not interested.” It is not 
anticipated that there will be any 
distinct cleavaye on the point. It 
is hardly likely that‘ the ereditor| 
Powers will assent to the abolition 
of sanctions on the terms contain- 
ed” in the American agreement. 

The positions: of the creditor 
‘Powers and tle United States are 
quite different. America ‘refuses 
to have anything to do with the 
International Bank'and a separate 
agreement became obligatory. If, 

in concluding that'agreement, she 
chooses to treat reparations as 
war debts that is her business, but 
it cannot be expected that France 
and Britain, with much larger 
stims at stake, should follow suit.
